In brief, the Ruml plan is to have all 
individuals (not corporations) proceed 
this year in the payment of their income 
taxes as usu il, based on thei 1r 1942 in- 
comes, but to be adjusted later to 1943 
incomes, in connection with a_ with- 
holding tax in cases of wages, salaries 
and dividends. The taxes paid in 1943 
would be credited to 1943. Thus the 
taxes for 1942 would be “waived,” “for- 
given,” “skipped,” “cancelled” or “abat- 
ed,” as it has generally been expressed. 

But the “skipping” of 1942 taxes is 
just a method of bookkeeping, of credit- 
ing payments to the year we make them, 
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instead of to the year just past. We 
must pay just the same, and do it cur- 
rently, as we make it. We even pay 
more, if we make more in 1943 than in 
942. To help the many w ho can't get 
over the idea of losing a year's revenue 
because of this “skipping” Mr. Ruml 
compared it with daylight sav ing. We 
just turn our clocks ahead one year, he 
said. We have all turned our clocks 
and watches ahead an hour since the 
war began, and though they show the 
time an hour later in the di ay now than 
before we know full well that not an 
actual minute has been lost. 


_ 


But objections to the loss of a year's 
revenue have persisted. President Roose- 
velt spoke in favor of a pay-as-you-go 
system, but thought losses should be 
recaptured; Chairman George of the 
Senate Finance Committee and Chair- 
man Doughton of the House Ways and 
Means Committee voiced similar senti- 
ments and proposed measures for 
spreading the 1942 taxes over a period 
of years, in addition to the current taxes. 
Randolph Paul, General Counsel of the 
lreasury, voiced that Department's ob- 
jections, declaring that the plan would 
merely change labels on the taxes now 
made, and that “by canceling a year’s tax 
liability it gives a windfall to persons 
whose incomes were abnormally high 
in that year.” That idea of “windfalls” 
to large incomes also beought objections 
to the plan from President Murray of the 
CIO. 

It is true that, under the plan, if a 
man “made a killing” last year he would 
escape a tax on it—until it was taken out 
of his esti ite. But if he should “hit the 
jack pot” this year he would pay on a 
year sooner, and the Government would 
not run so much chance of tax avoidance, 
delinquencies and missed collections. 
However, to prevent anybody from get- 
ting too much of a good thing out of last 

ars gains a clause has been proposed 
ae iding that no person should pay 
less in 1943 than he would have paid 
under the present law. 

As a matter of fact, those who would 
benefit under the change to the Ruml 
D in are those whose incomes have be 

ome less than last year. They would 
h ive less and pay less. Only those who 
die would re ally escape a year's taxes, 
and unless they were insolvent it would 
finally be paid in estate or inheritance 
taxes. It is clear that on a rising national 
income the collections would be more 
and since our income is expected to go 
from 117 billions in 1942 to 135 billions 
in 1943 a gain could be expected. On 
the other hand, at the end of the war 
when the war plants close there may be 
a decrease in the national income, tem 
porarily at least, and in that 
Government would lose, theoretically 
Actually there would probably be little 
difference, because most men whose 
earnings have ceased would not be able 
to pay a tax on the earnings of the year 
before. A man is naturally reluctant to 
“pay for a dead horse” especially if he 
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does not have the wherewithal. 

One source of confusion in discussing 
the Rum] plan is to consider last year's 
taxes as a fixed debt. Such is not the 
case. The Treasury is on a cash-re- 
ceipts basis. It has been pointed out 
that if a man had, for instance, a tax 
of $1,000 a year which did not — 
98 a term of years, say 10, he would 

have paid at the end of that period ex- 
actly the same whether 1942 had been 
“abated” or not. Neither he nor the 
Government would have gained a cent, 
but from 1943 on, with the Rum! plan 
he would have had the advantage of 
paying his current taxes out of current 
earnings, just as he pays his Victory Tax. 

Mr. Ruml recently took the positive 
stand, for the first time, that the adoption 
of his plan, unmodified, would not only 
result in no loss of revenue, in the long 
run, but a real gain. He declared that 
the Treasury up to 1962, for instance, 
will not only have collected more dollars 
under the pay-as-you-go system but will 
have collected them at a lower rate. He 
submitted his arguments to a large group 
of members of the American Institute of 
Accountants, who agreed unreservedly 
with his conclusions. 


It is important to notice, said Mr. Ruml, 
that those who pay more do not pay more 
than they would otherwise pay on their 

1943 income, they only pay it sooner, in 
1943 instead of 1944. If we project ‘the 
situation over a long period, this taxpayer 
living whatever number of years he does, 
pays no more tax but pays what he pays one 
year sooner. In return, he is. on a current 
basis and out of income-tax debt. 


Mr. Ruml explained the paradox of 
taxpayers gaining a years income taxes 
without extra payments while the Trea- 
sury at the same time gains in revenue 
by saying (quoting James W. Gerard) 


* that ‘ ‘the answer is to be found by ex- 


amining the position of the Treasury on 
Judgment day when the books are finally 
closed.” Under the present system there 
would be billions owed to the Treasury 
by taxpayers—“which would be bad 
debts in any case.” These are the one- 
year gains, “the year ’s “forgiven” taxes. 
Under the present system they would 
still be owed. Under the Rum! plan they 
would not. Under either it would make 
no difference then. 

In the meantime some 35,000,000 tax- 
payers, including about 9,000,000 new 
ones, are now beginning to pay their 
income taxes—the heaviest taxes in 
American history, which Congress has 
been asked to substantially increase. 
Whether what we are about to pay is 
counted as our 1943 taxes or our 1942 
taxes will depend on the studies now 
being made, amid much argument, by 
Congress. Though some pay-as-you-go 
plan may be adopted later, Americans 
will do well to remember that tax returns 
must be filed March 15, and at least one- 
quarter of the tax paid. Payment will 
not be prejuditial to any benefits which 
may be received under any new tax law.

President: War Planner 


President Roosevelt first invited lead- 
ing Administration officials and Con- 
gressmen, next newsmen, and then the 
members of the Pacific War Council, to 
all of whom he gave a report on the 
great conference at Casablanca, North 
Africa. But he gave information on 
different aspects to the different groups, 
and left the impression that he still had 
not told all. 

The main “understanding” received 
from the President's reports was that the 
time and place for striking the Axis 
in Europe this year had been pretty well 
settled. It was a war conncil—not poli-

tical—and plans were drawn tor 1943 
as far ahead as possible. So was the 
conference with President Vargas of 
Brazil, in which it was decided that 
never again must Dakar and other West 
African colonies be a threat to the 
Americas. The President pointed out, in 
commenting on their absence, that Pre- 
mier Stalin is not fighting the Japs, and 
that Generalissimo Chi: ing Kai-shek can 
hardly reach the Germ: ns. but said that 
both were in touch with the conference 
and that all the Allies were getting on 
“extremely well.” The President also 
denied some of the stories of troubles in 
French North Africa and defended the 
American policy there. All members 
of the Pacific War Council, including 
Walter Nash of New Zealand, Leighton 
McCarthy of Canada and Ambassador 
Wei Tao-ming of China, expressed them- 
selves heartened and encouraged by the 
President’s report of the African con- 
ference.

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WAR FRONTS 





After Casablanca 

TURKEY. Churchill visits Turkey, agrees 
on methods to help Turkey “consolidate her 
defensive security.” 

From the Casablanca “Unconditional 
Surrender” conference the President 
came home by way of Liberia, where 
he stopped for a diplomatic visit and 
troop inspection, and Brazil. Confer- 
ring aboard a destroyer with President 
Vargas, they agreed that “never again” 
should Dakar be permitted to threaten 
the security of the Western Hemisphere. 
Meantime Winston Churchill made a 
secret visit to Turkey—a visit concealed 
from and highly disturbing to Hitler’s 
No. 1 “fixer,” Franz von Papen, Ambas- 
sador to Ankara. 

Churchill met Turkey’s President Is- 
met Inonu at Adana, in southern Tur- 
key. With Churchill were Gen. Sir 
Alan Brooke, chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Staff; Gen. Sir Henry Wilson, com- 
mander in Persia and Iran; and Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander, commander in the 
Middle East.

Russia: Disaster on Disaster 


STALINGRAD. Nazis Stalingrad army 
of 330,000 men liquidated. Field Marshal, 
23 generals taken. Germans lose 500,000 
men during entire Stalingrad battle. 


Disaster piled on disaster for the Ger- 
mans in Russia last week. The last two 
pockets of resistance at Stalingrad were 
wiped out. From the first, Gen. Field 
Marshal Friedrich von Paulus, com- 
mander of the German Sixth Army and 
Fourth Tank Army, was captured along 
with 16 generals. The second pocket 
yielded five more generals. The Ger- 
mans reported two generals slain. Cap- 
tured at Stalingrad indicated that the 
army smashed there included 330,000 
men, of which 91,000 have been cap- 
tured. It is indicated that in the whole 
Battle of Stalingrad the Germans lost 
500,000 men. This is the greatest de- 
feat inflicted on German arms in years. 

CAUCASUS. Russians cut Nazi Caucasus 
army off from Rostov. Force of 200,000 
may be trapped. 


The Russians are systematically block- 
ing all avenues of escape for the Ger- 
mans remaining in the Caucasus—-who 
may number 200,000, although with- 
drawals have been conducted for some 
time. To the southeast, the Russians are 
within 35 miles of Rostov. Directly 


south, they have driven almost to the 
Sea of Azov. At Starominsk and Kan- 
evsk they have cut the rail line from 
Krasnodar to Rostov. The Germans 
cannot escape the Caucasus by Rostov. 
The Russians are crowding them to the 
sea—and Berlin reports the Russians are 
attacking Novorossisk, their only re- 
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Nimitz: After Inspection, Battle

KURSK AND KHARKOV. Russians 
closing on Kursk from three sides.

Oil vapor and 
the powdered catalyst are forced under 
10-pound pressure through pin-point 
holes into the reaction chamber at a 
temperature of up to 975 degrees. In 
a flash the oil molecules are cracked. 
They are blown into a cyclonic separa- 
tor, where catalyst and molecules are 
sent their various ways. The catalyst 
goes to have its carbon deposits burned 
off by hot air, cleansed of other impur- 
ities, then is sent back for re-use. The 
cracked oil goes to fractionating towers, 
where it is separated into: “1) base 
stock for high-octane gas; 2) alkylates 
(special hydrocarbons) which raise the 
octane number even higher; and 3) oth- 
er hydrocarbons which are the basis for 
alcohol and butadiene. 

Sixteen companies are now making 
100-octane gas. Thirty-three contin- 
uous-operation “cat crackers” are plan- 
ned. The iso-octane, which originally 
cost $30 a gallon, now costs between 
15¢ and 20c. Precious in war, it means 
more auto miles per’ gallon in peace.

EDITORIAL 





Liberal Education 


NE of the problems we shall have 

to face with the peace is the prob- 
lem of education. We do not mean only 
the re-education which Vice President 
Wallace proposes for Axis youth, but 
education right here. The crisis of edu- 
cation is bound up with the crisis of 
civilization which we are now under- 
going. 

The question is brought up by the 
program of schooling which the Army 
plans to give recruits in selected col- 
leges (PATHFINDER, Feb. 6). What 
the Army proposes is training. Wendell 
Willkie, alarmed, said that, “We cannot 
win a true victory unless there exists 

. a large body of liberally educated 
citizens.” President Seymour of Yale said 
it would not abandon liberal arts courses. 
President Guerry of the University of 
the South said that young men with a 
liberal arts education made the best ma- 
terial for leaders and officers. 


What are the liberal arts? In the 
Middle Ages, they were the seven 
branches of learning: grammar, logic, 
rhetoric, arithmetic, geometry, music and 
astronomy. Later they came to include 
languages, science, philosophy and his- 
tory. To go back even further, the term 
liberales, 
which among Romans only the freemen, 


comes from the Latin artes 


liberi, were allowed to pursue. 

The basic purpose of a liberal educa- 
tion is to build character. As President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia 
University said in his latest annual re- 
port: “Education begins with discipline 
and leads to self-discipline. The build- 
ing of character is its most important 
purpose. . . Discipline means training in 
good morals and good manners.” 


Fundamentally opposed to this con- 
cept is the theory of much of our modern 
education. It is based upon behavioristic 
psychology and materialistic philosophy 
—which insists that everything can be 
weighed and measured, and that Man is 
a function of a set of cells, chemical 
substances and electrical impulses. It 
believes a man is an organism which can 
be conditioned to react in a certain way. 
In education it is Instrumentalist. 


Its education more and more becomes 
technical training to make man useful in 
society—which is only a larger organism. 
Basically, its function is to train a tech- 
nician, not to build a character. Tech- 
nology, whether in the creation of new

Pop-Overs 

For baking pop-overs the baking tem- 
erature should be high to form fhe 
ecessary steam for expansion of the 
batter to form the shell.

Ingredients: Two beaten eggs; one 
cup milk; one tablespoon butter or oth- 
er fat, melted; one cup sifted flour; one- 
third teaspoon salt. 

Directions: Combine the beaten eggs, 
milk and melted fat. Add flour and salt 
and beat with an egg-beater until 
smooth. Pour into hot greased baking 
cups, preferably glass, earthenware, 
iron or enamelware because they hold 
the heat, until the cups are not more 
than half full of batter. Bake at once 
for 30 minutes at 450 degrees F. Then 
reduce the temperature to 350 degrees 
F. and bake 15 minutes longer.

The big swing to the Republicans in the November elec- 
tion was explained in different ways by different “« xperts.” 
depending largely on their political points of view. One 
Democratic comment was that if the election had come after 
the invasion of French Africa, instead of just before, things 
would have been more favorable for the Administration. 
There was no way to know then how true that was, but now 
some light has been shed on the point by a remarbable by- 
election in Missouri. In November Philip A. Bennett, Re- 
publican, was re-elected in the 6th District by a majority 
of 7.700 in a total vote of 85,000. But early in December 
Mr. Bennett died, and a special election was set for Jan. 12. 
In this the same Democratic candidate, Sam Wear. was 
opposed by Representative Bennett’s son, 28-year-old Marion 
T. Bennett. In a total vote of nearly 55.000. young Ben- 
nett was elected by a majority of approximately 14,000. 

In other words, for every 100 votes that the elder Ben- 
nett polled, the son, less than two months later polled 116 
votes. The November election showed 545 votes out of each 
1,000 going Republican; the Jan. 12th ballot showed 629 
out of each 1,000 going Republican. 

So, for whatever it is worth, the tide seems to be still 


running in the same direction.
